SUBJECT:     Utilization  of  Automotive  Tires  and  Tubes  Now  in  Possession  of  Non- 
Military  Agencies 

1 .  Standards  of  Rubber  Tire  and  Tube  Ownership 

Standards  of  tire  and  tube  ownership  have  been  established  for  non-military 
agencies  of  the  Federal  Government  by  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Circular  No.  412  dated 
February  6,  1943,  which  also  covers  various  phases  of  a  program  for  the  utiliza- 
tion of  tires  and  tubes  in  excess  of  the  standards  and  in  possession  of  non- 
militar;/  Federal  agencies. 

2.  Reporting . of  Excess  Tires  and  Tubes 

Pursuant  to  provisions  contained  in  the  abcve-ment  ioned  circiilar  (412)  and 
in  order  that  prompt  action  can  be  taken  by  the  Procurement  Division  to  supply 
replacement  tires. and  tubes,  all  agencies  as  provided  for  above,   shall  forward 
not  later  than  March  15,  1243,   to  the  appropriate  Regional  Property  Officer 
"Declaration  of  Property"  (Form  812,  Procurement  Division)  in  accordance  with 
the  procedure  prescribed  in  Treasury  Department — Procurement  Division)  Circular 
Letter  No. 675  and  Supplement  No.l  thereto.  Agencies  which  do  not  have  tires  and 
tubes  to  be  r.eported  under  the  requirements  of  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Circular 
No.  412  shall  so  advise  the  Procureraent  Division  at  Washington,  D.C. 

Tires  shall  be  listed  on  Form  812  by  size,  type  and  number  of  plies. 
Tubes  shall  be' listed  by  size  and  type.     Other  items  of  property  shall  not  be 
reported  on  the  same  Form  812  listing  tires  and/or  tubes.     In  lieu  of  the  in- 
formation called  for  on  the  reverse'  Of  Form  812,  the  "condition"  of  the  tires 
and/or  tubes  need  cnl.^.'  be  reported  as  either  new  or  used. 

3.  Disposition  of  Tires  and  Tubes  in  Excess  of  Established  Standards 

Tires  and  tubes  shall  remain  with  the  declaring  agency  at  the  reported 
location  pending  receipt  of  instructions  from  the  appropriate  Regional  Property 
Officer. 

4.  Requisitioning  of  Tires  and  Tubes 

In  accerdance  with  instructions  contained  in  Bxrreau  cf  the  Budget  Circular 
No.  412,  requisitions  or  purchase  authorities  for  tires  and/or  tubes  shall  be 
submitted  by  all  non-military  agencies  of  the  Government  directly  to  the  appro- 
priate Regional  Property  Officer.       The  form  should  not  include  any  other  article 
or  services.

Any  agency  as  provided  for  herein,  using  vehicles  exclusively  for  law  en- 
forceaent  purpose;?,  tne  suppression  of  subvr-i^'sive  activities  or  for  other  uses 
of  a  sirailar  nature,  and  having  a  need  which  can  "be  satisfied  only  by  a  new  tire 
and/or  tube  shall  -attach  to  its  requisitions  or  purchase  authority  a  statement 
setting  forth  a  justification  for  such  need.  In  the  event  a  request  cannot  be 
met  from,  existing  stocks,  the  xiegional  Property  "Off icer  v;ill  promptly  grant 
clearance  for  purchase  in  accordance  with  established  procedure. 

The  Regional  Property  Officer  will,  if  necessary,  issue  at  least  tv;ice  &  . 
month  a  catalog  of  tires  "nd  tubes  showing  the  size,  type  and  Quantity  available, 
Aeauirements  for  tires  and/or ' tubes  of  a  size  or  type  not  listed  in  the  catalog 
may  be  purchased  in  accordance  with  established  procedure,  without  clearing  such 
reauirements  through  the  Regional  Property,'  Officer.     The  unserviceable  tires  and/ 
or  tubes  to  be  replaced  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Hegional  Property 
Officer  on  J'orn  312,  clearly  showing  the  exact  "cojidition"  of  each  item. 

P.ecuisitions  or  purchase  authorities, ' should  be  prepared  to  shov/  the  symbol 
number  and  title  of  tue  appropriation  from  which  "x^ayment  for  the  property  ^rill  be 
made,  the  correct  size  and  type  of.  tire,  size  and  tj'-pe  of  tube,  and  other  informa- 
tion as  is  customarily  furnished  in  the  preparation  of  the  form, 

■■''hfn  suonitting  a  recuisition  or  purchase  autnority  for  tires  and./or  tubes 
the  reouisitioning  a-gencv-  shall  make  available  the  same  niLmber  of  unserviceable 
tires  and/or  tubes  as  reouested.     ^hese  tires  and/or  tubes  shall  be  reported  on 
Declaration  of  Property  (Form  812) ,  attached  to  the  recuisition  or  purchase 
authority  and  both  forms  forwarded  to  the  Regional  fropertir  Officer.

The  estimated  cost  cf  tires  and/or  tuoes  to  be  shown  on  reouisitions  or 
purchase  authorities  should  be  the  same  as  shown  in  current  G-ener'al  Schedule  of 
Supplies  (Class  3).     Generally  speaking,  available  stocks  of  tires  and  tubes  will 
consist  of  various  classes  of  condition  ranging  from  new  and  untised  tires  and 
tubes  to  tires  which  have  been  recapped  and  tubes  which,  have  been  repaired.  The 
price  requisitioning  agencies  will  be  required  to  pay  for  "tires  and  tubes , supplied 
under  this  program  v/ill  be  -the  appraised  value  at  time  of  transfer.
